It would be an excellent thing 
for Britain and good business for 
Canada if more Canadian news of 
the right kind found its way into 
Old Country newspapers. Sir 
Joseph Reed understands some of 
the difficulties In ihe way;, but it 
ought not to be difficult to sur¬ 
mount them.

Mr. Cham¬ 
berlain declared, was ready to carry out 
the obligations of the TAntfer conven¬ 
tion and to co-operate in the suppres¬ 
sion of contraband traffic m the terri¬ 
torial waters of the district, but pre¬ 
ferred not to participate In any action 
outside those waters, nor could It ac¬ 
quiesce in the extension of the terri¬ 
torial waters beyond the three-mile 
limit. 

The British Government, he said, also 
opposed the proposal for the dispatch 
of troops to "Tangier, because such ac¬ 
tion might posattdy provoke an attack
